S.O. 484(E).—rn exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 of the Finance Com¬ 
mission (Miscellaneous Provisions) Act, 1951 (33 of 1951), the Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Finance Commission (Salaries 
and Allowances) Rules 1951, namely:— 

1. These rules may be called the Finance Commission (Salaries and Allowances) 
Amendment Rules, 1972. 

2. In the Finance Commission (Salaries and Allowances) Rules, 1951— 

(i) after sub-rule (1) of rule 2, the following proviso shall be inserted, namely:— 

"Provided that where any person so appointed is given the rank of a Cabinet 
Minister he shall in lieu of the salary allowances and other facilities 
provided for in this sub-rule, be entitled to such salary, allowances and 
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other facilities els are admissible to a Minister (not being Deputy Minis¬ 
ter) under the Salaries and Allowances of Ministers Act, 1952 (58 of 
1952) and the rules made thereunder;’’ 

(ii) in sub-rule (2) of rule 2 for the words “tour allowance" the words “daily 
allowanco” shall be substituted and after that sub-rule, the following provise 
shall be inserted, namely:— 

"Provided that where the person so appointed is a member of Parliament he shall, 
in lieu of the allowances provided for in this sub-rule, draw a daily 
allowance for each day spent by him on duty as Chairman of the Com¬ 
mission at the same rate as is admissible to him under section 3 of the 
Salaries and Allowances of Members of Parliament Act, 1954 (30 of 
1954) and he shall further be entitled to draw travelling allowance for any 
journey performed by him as such Chairman at the same rate as is 
admissible to him under section 4 of the said Act and the rules made 
thereunder:”;
